DEMPSEY ON TRIAL 


Charged with Poisoning Non-Union Men at 
Homes end. 


Pittsburg, Pa., January 12.— The trial of 
Hugh Dempsey, district master workman 
of the Knights of Labor; J. M. Davidson 
and Robert Beatty, charged with poisoning 
non-union ‘workmen in the Homestead steel 
mill during last August, began here today 
in a crowded courtioom. Beatty is accused 
of having arranged with Davidson and 
other cooks it the mills to administer poison, 
wh.ch, it is aileged, Dempsey furnished. 
The serious charge of having procured and 
disbursed the money used in furtherance of 
1 scheme is als> jut upon Dempsey.

| stricken showed all symptoms of typhoid 
fever and were treated by the physicians

Tut after the first few 
days the typho.d characteristics disappeared 
and the doctors were unable to diaguose the 
cases other than prisoning from impure 
drinking water.

It is not generally credited here, however, 
that Mr. Cleveland really contemplates 
inviting him into his cabinet. 

Nor is it believed Mr. Morgan cares es- 
pecially to go into the cabinet. He is 
now the ranking democrat on the 
committee of foreign relations and 
will be its chairman when the next senate 
organizes if it be democratic, as now 
seems certain. Among the other gentlemen 
concerning whom Mr. Cleveland questioned 
Representative Oates, were Representa- 
tives Herbert, Blount and Culberson, Colo- 
nel Morrison, Judge Randolph Tucker and 
some others who have been mentioned“ 
in connection with cabinet portfolios. 

As a rule Mr. Cleveland did not make 
any remarks which might be taken by 
his visitor ‘as indicating the depth of the 
impression which had been made by any 
of these gentlemen upon his own mind in 
connection with official appointment. 
Occasionally he would interject a comment 
to the effect that he knew the person un- 

-der diacussion to be-a goed fellow and a 
mah of attainments, but further thax that 
he did not go. , 

This is strictly in accordance with the 
methed Mr. Cleveland has adopted. He 
asks questions, but does not answer any. 
He is giving, in fact, more time to the 
consideration of the measures which will 
characterize his administration than te the 
men who, with himself, will compose it. 
He expressed himself as very anxious to 
have a tariff bill passed which should give 
the manufacturers free raw materials, 
while upon finished products the customs 
duties should be reduced as near to a reve- 
nue basis as would give that incidental 
protection which would suffice to sustain 
the present rates of American wages. 

On silver Mr. Cleveland spoke very free- 

ly. He would like to see this question settled 
before he is inaugure ted. but of that there 
is little hope owing to the attitude of Mr. 
Teller and the other silver senators, As to 
the extra session question, Mr. Cleveland is 
of the opinion chat a called session early in 
the fall, probably during September, will 
be as much as the exigencies of the sit- 
uation will demand. Should, however, the 
condition of the treasury seem to make an 
eatlier session desirable, he will hold him- 
self in readiness to take whatever steps 
may be necessary. Mr. Carlisle has ac- 
cepted the treasury portfolio.

While there he will arrange for 
his resignation. His retirement from the 
senate was opposed by those senators on his 
side who know his great value as a debater 
and special aptitude for the discussion and 
settlement of the great econom.cal policies 
which will absoro the attention of the next 
congress.

Three Democrats Vote with Them 
in Organization, 


BUT THE GOVERNOR IS STUBBORN 


And Still Becognises the Populistse—Po- 
litical News irom Other West- 
ern States. 


Topeka, Kas., January 12.—The joint 
conference committee appointed — a 
urpose of unravtiing the ‘tangle

A CASE OF SUFFERING AT ATHENS

The Roads of the State Are Hard Up and 
Slow to Pay. 


The question of paying state taxes is a 
gerious one with the railroads nowadays. 
Only a few have paid and there is no tell- 
ing When some of them will be able, or feel 
that they are able, to settle with the state. 

As published recently, the Savannah, 
Florida and Western, the East Tennessee 
and the Richmond and Danville have paid 
and perhaps one or two others, but the list 
is very short. The Central is taking its 
time and the state does not seem to be in a 
position to help itself. To compel a road 
which is in the hands of a receiver to pay 
an order from the court would be necessary, 
and that is not easy to get. The courts 
having charge of the roads are yo to 
give them ample time. The state is bound 
to get the taxes sooner or later, but it seems 
as though it would be later.

The fresh outbreak of the cholera in 
Hamburg and other cities of Europe has 
revived the discussion of the dread 
scourge in all its phazes, and some of the 


papers are going to the root of the mat- 


ter by inquiring why it is that these 
pestilential scourges, which sweep the 
world at periodic intervals, are not 
strangled in their cradle in the east. 

It seems that the cholera, the black 
death and all the plagues to which 
Europe has been subjected for centuries 
originate in countries which are now un- 
der the rule of protectorate of civilized 
nations, the most fertile sources of the 
trouble being in Egypt, the Levant, and 
Central and Western Asia. Away back 
in the early centuries we have records 
of the dread scourges which, issuing 
from the pestilential fastnesses of the 
east, have swept all the nations like a 
whirlwind. Some of these visitations 
have wrought such havoc as to seriously 
affect the history of the times. Thucy- 
dides has drawn a picture which can 
never be forgot of the awful scenes in 
Athens during the famous siege, when 
the city, leaguered about by human foes, 
had within its walls the silent but un- 
bidden ghost of the plague, which did 
more than man to cast down the proud 
Athenian empire. 

Again in the early Christian centuries 
the woeful contagion arises, and 
for fifty years the tottering Roman em- 
pire was laid waste by the “dreadful 
scourge. In the city of Constantinople, 
the death rate reached. the alarming 
figure of 10,000 a day; some of the fair- 
est provinces of the empire were almost 
depopulated, and the human race sus- 
tained a backset from which it has never 
fully recovered. 

For several centuries after we hear 
little more of it, but in the foup%enth 
century it again began its rar{ges, which, 
spreading from ts Tevant, laid waste 
Italy and the adjacent countries. This 
epidemic was a memorable one. It has 
become famous in the Decameron. There 
is no more awful and graphic description 
of the plague than that to be found in 
the introduction to Boccaccio’s immortal 
work. 

Centuries later it came again, in the 
same old shape. And this time it has 
for its historian no less a person than 
Daniel Delk’oe, who has given its awful 
ravages a singular but ghastly fascination 
in his History of the Plague of London. 

From that time on, as it comes more 
into the light of modern times, the visi- 
tations have been more frequent. Medi- 
cal sclence will determine wherein the 
black plague. and spotted fever differ 
from our modern cholera’ Whatever be 
the differences in the diseases, there is 
little difference in the fatal effect, and 
it ig with that that the human race is 
concerned. But one thing appears cer- 
tain. The grizly horror, in all its forms, 
makes its lair somewhere in the fetid 
fens of the orient, from which it issues 
forth at intervals, like the fabled dragons 
of old, and wreaks its awful vengeance 
on mankind. 

It is awful to think of these living 
germs breeding in the decomposition of 
the shores and swamps of the east, 
spreading and multiplying with marvel- 
ous rapidity, and sending forth their 
periodic legions of pestilence and fever, 
which, defying all human opposition, run 
their course through the nations until, 
exhausted by the very violence of their 
deadly marches, they dié ont in the ex- 
tremes of the earth, where there is no 
longer material for their fatal work. 

Is it not possible for modern sanitary 
and medical science to invade the home 
of the plague and strangle it in its cradle? 
The history of thousands of years has 
shown how futile is all resistance to its 
march when once its pestilential brood 
starts on its whirlwind journey. Its lair 
is in the east, and there it must be met 
and vanquished, before the world can 
know that the breath of each coming 
spring will not be tainted with its baleful 
poison. 


The Facts in the Case. 

The keen opposition to the silver act 
of 1890 on the part of the money power 
and the organs of the monometallists 
ought to have the effect of convincing 
the people that the law is more advan- 
tageous to the real interests of the 
country than has heretofore been sup- 
posed. This is indeed the fact. The 
Constitution has opposed the act in its 
character of a substitute for a free. 
coinage measure, and no democrat, we 
believe; voted for it. We have alluded 
to it as the Sherman law, but the fact 
has recently transpired that, while Sher- 
man reported the bill as chairman of the 
senate finance committee, he was in 
reality opposed to if. 

But the operations of the act have 
shown that it is a better measure for 
the people than the Bland-Allison law 
which it repealed. The Bland-Allison 
law was well enough in its way, but it 
only added to our currency $2,000,000 a 
month, and this was in a shape too bulky 
to get into circulation rapidly. The act 
of 1890, on the other hand, provides for 
the monthly issue of at least $4,000,000 
of legal tender notes based on the silver 
bullion, and these notes have been rupidly 
absorbed by the business of the country. 
It will be observed by those who take 


which our currency can rest. 
Why, even the Bland-Allison act was 


“inflation.” The money power thunder- 


ed against it most strenuously. It was 
sure to drive out gold; it was sure to 
bring us to a silver basis; it was to 
plunge everything into chaos, These dire 
predictions were made as late as 1884, 
and then they suddenly ceased. The 
prophets suddenly retired, slinking out 
of sight as unostentatiously as possible. 
If their coming in had been as modest 
as their going out, they would have more 
influence now, when they have again 
hung out their signs as true prephets. 
They are making a great noise. They are 
going about with drums and gongs, and 
creating a din that would be alarming 
if it were not discredited by the ecmmon 
sense of the country, by the prosperous 
condition of business and py che fact that 
those who are prophesying are known to 
be false prophets whose talents are sub- 
sidized. 

What is the upshot of ail these pre- 
dictions of panic and convulsion? Why, 
simply this, that nobody pays any atten- 
tion to them. Business men with ordi- 
nary intelligence know that a law which 
barely injects enough «additional circula- 
tion into our volume of currency to coun- 
teract the contraction that is constantly 
going on in the national bank issues is 
doing good instead of harm. Ibey know 
that it tends to erect a barrier against 
hard times, which is only another name 
for a scarcity of money. 


It is true that the bankers are inclined 


to protest against the silver law, but he 
who thinks that bankers are financial 
experts, or that they have a scivntific 
knowledge of the operations of financial 
measures, has only to go among those of 
his acquaintance and ask them why they 
are opposed to the act of 1890. When be 
gets through with that job, and bagins to 
digest the opinions and reasons that bis 
buzzing ears have been made the re- 
ceptacle of, he will aptly conclude that 
business and finance have small cunnec- 
tion with banking. He will tind that the 
Hon. Mr. Gibbs, ex-governor of the Bank 
of England, uttered a solemn truth when 
he declared that merchants and business 
men play the game, while the banks only 
handle the counters. 

Mr. Fairchild, late secretary of the 
treasury, is opposed to the silver law, not 
because it authorizes the purchase of 
bullion silver, but because it autho tes 


the jsane of legui tender notes against the 


-Sullion. He declares chat if those. issues 


continue much longer the government 
will be unable to pay the notes in gold. 
Mr. Fairchild seems to forget that this 
contingency is obviated by tit law itseif. 
The notes are not payable in guld. They 
are payable in coin, and it is entirely 
optional with the goverument wheter 
they are paid in gold or silver. 

There has been some objection to what 
is called the accwnulation of silver in 
the treasury, and some of the agents of 
the monometallists are seriously worried 
about it. But let us look the matter 
squarely in the face. No business man is 
hurt by it, and the bankers have no 
more to do with it than the man in the 
moon. The silver in the treasury stands 
for money, and the more of it that is 
put there the larger will be our volume 
of currency, which must receive constant 
additions in order to keep pace with the 
growth and development of the industrial 
interests of the country. 

Viewed from this standpoint, what is 
known as the Sherman law is better than 
the Bland-Allison act, and is the next 
best thing to free coinage. 


Raising Home Supplies. 

We are pleased to note, from reports 
in our weekly exchanges, that farmers 
in many counties in Georgia are determ- 
ined to raise more home supplies this 
year. : 

In the matter of stock raising, these 
farmers have been greatly encouraged by 
experiments of the past year. Some of 
them turned aside from cotton long 
enough to improve and care for their 
stock, and the result is they feel like 
making something more than an experi- 
ment of it this year. f 

The farmers have at last discovered 
that in raising stock on only a limited 
scale they have been slighting one of 
their best and most remunerative in- 
dustries, and if they shall put into execu- 
tion the plans formulated in this respect 
for this year they will surely reap a 
rich reward. 

“Home Supplies” is a good motto for 
every Georgia farmer, this year and for 
the years to come. We read of a dozen 
or more farmers in southwest Georgia 
who have not only an abundance of 
home-raised meats for their own use, but 
are supplying their less fortunate brethren 
for miles around at a handsome profit. 

We want the farmers of Georgia to go 
in and win on this line, and the signs of 
the times indicate that they will.

It may yet be that the turpentine forests 
of south Georgia will become rubber forests. 
The discovery made by Dr. H. 
some months ago, that isoprene, 
be prepared from turpentine, 
conditions changes into what appears to be 
genuine rubber, has been followed up by ex- 
periments, the result of which points to an 
early utilization of the new process. It is 
now announced that Bouchgtdat has produced 
the same change by heat, and the product is 
a material resembling pure Para rubber in 
every way, and amenable to vulcanization.’ 


Here is an invention for which the most 
ordinary mind can conceive a number of 
beneficial employments: The “kryptophone,”’ 
invented by R. Henry in 1883, has, according 
to The Lumiere LElectrique, recently been 
perfected to such an extent that it now 
promises successful practical results. In the 
krytophone a very sensitive receiving diaph- 
ragm is so disposed that it will respond to 
and transmit air vibrations produced by any 
noise to a distant telephone, an alarm bell 
being provided at the receiving station to 
attract the attention of the attendant. The 
sensitiveness of the apparatus is said to be 
such that with the receiving diaphragm im- 
mersed in a body of water the pulsations of 
a steamboat, from two to three miles distant 
are readily discernible. Buried in a roadway, 
the diaphragm also is sald to give warning 
of the approach of vehicles and foot pas- 
sengers at a considerable distance.

The government should insure every 
citizen an equi] chance in the battle for ex- 
istence, but . does not Rave to take care of 
special inte’psts. 


Electriqy: The necessity for starting early 
in busijess which competition imposes today 
Precfically limits the time that can be spent 
by a student in any college course. The ten- 
dency has been of late to adopt special courses 
before completing a general education, thus 
producing men of narrow ideas whose knowl- 
edge is confined to their specialty. The lack 
of a general education is keenly felt by men 
of this class even though they acquire promi- 
nent positions in their professions, and the 
query obtrudes itself. It is not advisable to 
make higher technical studies a post-graduate 
course? In the business career of a technical 
man little time is found to make up for de- 
ficiencies in general branches, while with a 
good foundation the specialties which are con- 
nected with the student’s profession are more 
readily if more slowly acquired. The value 
of technical schools cannet be too highly 
estimated, as their mereasing numbers and 
patronage shows, yet they cannot graduate 
broad-minded men unless their requirements 
for entrance include a reasonable general 
education.

‘Tho Middle Georgia and Atlantic. Has 
Raised Some Money. 
ITS ROADBED IS WOW ALL ‘BUILT 


Trestles and Bridges and Rall Needed to 
Complete It m Covington to 
Machen. 


Mr. J. W. Thomas, general manager of 
the Middle Georgia and Atlantic railroad, 
has been in the city for a few days in the 
interset of his liae. 

The company has had its hopes dashed to 
the ground so often that its officers are 
cautious about accepting anything as a cer- 
tainty until it is actually accomplished. But 
once more there is a prospect of the line 
going through and this time the outlook is 
favorable. 

The money necessary for resuming the 
work and completing, the road between Ma- 
chen and Covington is nearly all in hand 
or in sight. Perhaps it is not all made up, 
but there is not much lacking. Mr. Thomas 
thinks that work will be resumed by the 
ist of February. All the grading is done 
between the two points named, and the ties 
are on the ground for a part of the distance. 
The bridges and trestles are to be built and 
put up. In places, the roadbed is washed 
and there are holes that will have to be fill- 
ed, but this is not a serious job. 

The capital, whicl goes into the comple- 
tion of the line has been raised mostly in 
Savannah and alung the road. Repeated 
efforts were made to borrow money in New 
York, but the capitalists of the metropolis 
are weary about loaning cash to Georgia 
railroad enterprises. Their reason may not 
be good but they have the cash and they 
would not let it go. Finally, the directors 
concluded that the only thing for them to 
do was to raise the cash themselves. So 
they went down in their pockets and 
brought it out and now they have a pros- 
pect of seeing the line finished some time 
next summer. 

The original scheme contemplated build- 
ing from Atlanta to Savannah and the road 
was to be a short line. 

The Long and Short Haul. 

Testimony was taken yesterday in the case 
of the interstate commerce commission 
against the Cincinnati Southern, Texas Pa- 
cific, Western and Atlantic and the Georgia 
railroad companies by Examiner O. C. Fuller.

The Thermometer Will Take a Big fun- 
dle Today. 
ALL THE COUNTRY IS OUT OF SIGHT 


A White Blanket Is Spread Over It All, 
Except the Extreme Southern 
Fringe. 


The weather man tucked a blanket of 
snow around the United States and the po- 


licemen when they went to sleep last night. 

The blanket was a little thin down this 
way and it was not quite big enough to cover 
the whole country. South Georgia and the 
gulf states were like feet that stick out 
under the sheet. And that strip was the 
only section of this entire land where a 
glimpse of soil could be caught. All the 
rest of the continent was out of sight, as 
they say. 

All the north and west was under snow 
before this storm came along. New York 
and Pennsylvania got the worst of it. Still 
it was not a blizzard anywhere. It was just 
a good old-fashioned snow which maybe 
got to be a foot deep up around the lakes, 
where there was already fine sleighing with 
the thermometer down around the zero 
mark. 

Yesterday was cold everywhere above the 
Potomac and the Ohio. At the warmest 
part of the day in New York, the thermom- 
eter got up to 16 and stopped. At 7 
o'clock last night it was snowmg on Broad- 
way and the temperature was 12 above, 
with the wind blowing ten miles an hour. 
On State street, Chicago, at the same hour, it 
was 8 above and the wind was coming in off 
the lake at sixteen miles an hour. On Mich- 
igan avenue along the lake front, it was 
probably down near zero. Kansas City was 
shivering at 8 degrees, too. Omaha was one 
of the coldest places in the country, the mer- 
cury registering within 2 degrees of zero. 
Ouly a few flakes were falling at that hour 
but the ground had a heavy snow on it. At 
St. Paul the temperature was 4 below and 
there was a stiff breeze blowing. 

Auron, S. D., was the coldest spot. There 
the mercury dropped to 8 below. 

iimpa was tue warmest piace in the 

United States, having a maximum during 
the day of 72, leading Jacksonville, 
Antonio and Corpus Christi by 12 degrees. 
Last night Tampa’s temperature was 52, 20 
lower than in the afternoon. 
At midnight the weather sharps at Wash- 
ington sent out a telegram to their lieu- 
tenants here to run up their cold wave 
flag. They said that before tonight the tem- 
perature would fall from 15 to 20 degrees. 
As it was then about 28. Atlanta can look 
out for a freeze up and the plumber’s picnic 
will continue unless the water is turned off. 
‘they have been doing splendidly for the 
last week and it does seem that they are in 
league with the frost king. 

Perhaps the cold will not get as intense 
as it was one week ago today, when it was 
11, the lowest of the winter thus far. 
But there is no dependence to be placed on 
that hope, for the advices from the head 
men in this weather business were to the 
effect that it will be severe before it is 
over. The trouble is that there is a cold 
wave right out “of the factory on its way 
down here, and there is nothing that can 
stop it but a warm wave, and not one is 
in sight, as often happens when they are 
needed most. 

This encouragement is held out—the 
weather is likely to moderate tomorrow. 
This is stated on the authority of the de- 
partment and not that of The Constitu- 
ion. 

That storm of Wednesday night was 
general. Atlanta got off much better than 
the cities to the north, Around Pittsburg 
it raged and then moved off to sea.

NEW YORK, January 12—Again we are disappointed 
at the small inquiry for cotton in Liverpool, and on a 
decline on the guotations received from that market. 
So far as can be judged from the tenor of many cables 
the decline today is due toa keen disappointment felt 
amongst the trade at the failure of the masters and 
operatives of Lancashire to agree upon terms of a set- 
tlement of the lockout. In the morning it was be- 
lieved that the settlement was practically concluded 
and the greater poction of the decline at the opening 
was quickly recovered, but after a long discuasion the 
conference adjourned without action, postponing the 
settlement for a fortnight. Better counsel, however, 
prevailed, and the latest cables state another meeting 
will be held late this afternoon. At our ports the 
movement is about 30 per cent less than the same week 
last year. In 1892 the weather throughout the cotton 
belt this and next week was cold and stormy, so in the 
opinion of many of the trade the comparative move- 
ment does not furnish a correct guide to the ultimate 
yield of the crop. At the opening of our market large 
buying orders were executed for the strong buyers of 
last spring, buche pressure to liquidate outstanding 
interests was greater than the market wo stand, 
and it slowty weakened, The opinion is gaining 
ground daily that the Washburne bill wil! pass the 
senate within the next ten days, and the natural ten- 
dency of all conservative men is to close all transac- 
tions thaj}-eare threatened by legis ation. At the close 
of business in Liverpool that market was steady at a 
decline of 1-161 on middling cotton and 3-644 on ar- 
rivals. A report has been current throughout the 
south today that the crop estimate expected from a 
prominent commission house would indicate acrop of 
between 6,00, 000 and 7,000,000 bales, though it is well 
known here that the estimate will not reach their cor- 
respondents before tomorrow morning. 


Lehman Bros.“ Cotton Letter.

NEW YORK, January 12—Liverpool this morning 
was from 3@i points lower, having been unfavorably 
influenced by the cables from this side and in conse- 
quence of lower firm offers from the south. The mar- 
ket there was fluctuating, and at one time had recov- 
ered almost the entire decline, but again before the 
close became weak in consequence of the strike con- 
tinuing without any prospect of immediace settlement. 
Our Manchester correspondents cabled us this morn- 
ing that the conference has failed and the strike will 
continue.

The reason 
for his remaining in the jail was that he 
was wanted in Haralson county on several 
charges, and he was not anxious to go back 
there to meet them. He finally agreed to 
go back, and has succeeded in getting cleared 
of them. 

He says that he does not know where 
Asbury is, but is of the opinion that he is 
safe and will remain so. e went through 
Gentry’s “ell, No. 11, and gathered up the 
property of his celebrated brother-in-law. 
There was a valise, some clothing and a 
Bible.

Yesterday was Councilman Harry Stock- 
dell’s day, and he had a roast. The batch 
of papers were large enough to make even 
a veteran in the business shudder. There 
were just forty cases, and that’s a big 
docket for Judge Andy Calhoun at one 
sitting. 

The courtroom was literally packed to the 
docrs and a mass of people stood in the 
aisles as thick as Carter’s oats and craining 
their necks over each other’s shoulders to 
see what was going on. It was a new bus- 
iness to Mr. Stockdell and the crowd knew 
it. He mounted the stand nervously and 
looked kround at the motley throng assem- 
bled before him. Then he slowly removed 
his high silk hat and carefully deposited 
it on Jud Glenn's desk.

JEFF ROCKMOKt’S SENTENCE. 


An Effort to Save the Doomed Negro from 
Deuth. 


Jeff Rockmore is a young colored fellow 
who is in the Fulton county jail, dejected 
and despairing, waiting for the dread dawn 
of the zuth, tue day set by the court for 
uis execution üpon a scuifold. Ne was 
convicted at the last term of the DeKalb 
court of murder. In an altercation in oue 
of the cars of the Georgia railroad con- 
struction train in June Rockmore struck a 
fellow workman with a piece of iron. The 
stricken man lingered three days and died. 
Tue result was Kockmore’s couviction with- 
out recommendation to mercy, aud the 
ag of death was pronounced upon 

m. 

On Sunday last, while Mr. L. P. 
Barnes, the well-known attorney of 49 1-2 
Kast Hunter street, was visiting at the 
jail, Rockmore asked Mr. Barnes to hear 
his side of the story of the tragedy. The 
simple and seemingly honest narrative ex- 
cited the acute sympathy of Mr. Barnes 
and he promised Rockmore to look into 
the matter. He did so and the result has 
been the accumulation of a series of facts 
which go to show that Rockmore should 
not have been found guilty of murder 

Mr. Barnes, assist y Colonel Frank 
Haralson, will put the new matter in shape 
for the consideration of the governor and 
they feel confident that when that just and 
humane gentleman has carefully examin- 
ed the facts he will do what is proper in 
the premises. They hope to secure a re- 
spite that will enable the whole proceedin 
to be honestly and successfully pro 
and eventually lead to the pardon of Rock- 
more. 

If the facts shall be established, as it is 
believed they will be, a very different face 
will be put upon the tragedy than that of 
murder. Rockmore insists that he acted 
purely in self-defense. He was a green, 
country boy, a newcomer on the train gang, 
unfamiliar with its customs. The man he 
killed had endeavored to put Rockmore 
through tbe initiation ceremonies” with 
which the old hands induct new, ones into 
dui fellowship. I§xckmore objected and 
suffered s severe beating from his tor- 
mentor. Afterwards, a few days, during 
a game of cards in the cars, Judge“ 
Smith. the deceased, sprang at Rockmore 
with an open knife and Rockmore seized 
a bar of iron and dealt the blow from which 
Smith subsequently died. The witnesses 
were all the chums of Smith and Rock- 
more claims that they deliberately swore his 
life away. 

But should the newly discovered clues 
in the hands of Messrs. Barnes and Har- 
alson lead to the expected results the real 
truth will be reached, and there will be 
scareely any hesitancy, it would seem. on 
the part of the governor, to save the life 
of a man improperly condemned to death. 
This effort of the attorneys is one of pure 
sympathy with a helpless, friendless colored 
youth and the outcome of their endeavor 
will be looked for with interest by a hu- 
mane public.

Georgia Farmers Are Going It Heavy 
on Fertilizers This Year, 


THE DEMAND SEEMS TO BE INCREASING 


Capture of Four of the Escaped Convicts. 
The Fi th Georgia Regiment and 
How It Will Be Formed. 


According to the way things are showing 
up on the books at the state agricultural 
department it seems that there will be a 
great quanity of fertilizers used by the farm- 
ers of Georgia this year. 

Mr. Howlett Joyner, who presides over 
the fertilizer department of the agricultural 
bureau, talks interestingly about the situa- 
tion as it now appears in this respect. 

“It may not be generally known,” said 
he to a Constitution representative yester- 
day, “ but it can be seen by a glance at the 
annual report on fertilizers last issued by 
the department that the quantity of fertil- 
izers used last year on the farms of Georgia 
was less than has been used any year since 
the season of 1886-7. 


WE 


“Of course, it cannot be said whether this 
was due to the small acreage, or whether 
to a determination on the part of the average 
farmer to economize. It is reasonable to 
presume that both of these causes had some- 
thing to with the reduction of the consump- 


tion of fertilizers. 


“It is equally hard to say what is the cause 
of the evident increase in the demand for 
fertilizers this year. I do not pretend to 
tell the cause, but only know that the de 
mand has very considerably increased and 
the fear has even been expressed by some of 
the manufacturers of fertilizers that they 
will hardly be able to supply a sufficient 
product from their factories to meet the de- 
mand.“ N 

Will this increased demand raise the price 
of fertilizers for the coming season, do you 
think?” was asked

will have to pay perhaps a fraction more 
per ton this year tian last, but the cost, 1 


| think, will go higher merely by reason of 


the raise in the price of the blood tankage, 
aud cotton seed weal used, the source from 
which the ammonia is obtained in the mak- 
lug of the fertilizers. There has been quite 
au advauce in this article, but while this 
is true, there has been a correspond- 
ing decreuse in the cost of phos- 
puates, aud this will, in my opinion, nearly 
even up the cost of the fertilizers per ton, 
with just a little advance over the cost last 
year.
